Be it enacted and ordained by the 
burgess and town council of the bor­ 
ough of Gettysburg, and it is hereby 
enacted by authority of the same. 
That section 3, of an ordinance re­ 
gulating soliciting for garages, hotels, 
boarding houses and for employment 
as battlefield guides within the bor­ 
ough of Gettysburg, and providing 
penalties for the violation thereof, 
be amended so that the same shall 
read as follows:— 
Section 3. 
That no person, persons 
or licensed battlefield guides shall so­ 
licit on the streets, highways, public 
square, or crossings within the bor­ 
ough of Gettysburg for a garage or 
garages, hotel or hotels, 
boarding 
house or boarding houses, or for the 
purpose of securing employment for 
himself or others as battlefield guide 
at a point more than ten (IO) feet 
from the curb line, and shall be per­ 
mitted to solicit only upon such pave­ 
ments, whether borough pavements or 
otherwise, where the owners or occu­ 
pants of the property or pavements 
abutting or fronting thereon do not 
object to such soliciting by the per­ 
son so soliciting.

Of the sem inary it m ay truth­ 
f u lly be said that it is now IOO 
I years young, and grow ing voung- 
j er, and to celebrate and show to 
the world at large just how' it 
feels for a religious institution 
to be five score years it is plan- 
itiing a m onster centenary cele­ 
bration for next September. 
Formal Opening 
Formal opening of the sem i­ 
nary for its centenary year took 
place this m orning at the chapel, 
with Rev. Dr. J. A. Singm aster, 
.president of the institution, pre­ 
s id in g . and the Rev. Dr. IL C. 
Alleman giving the opening ad­ 
dress. 
A 
number of G ettys- 
jburgians attended the opening 
exercises. 
During the opening exercises, 
the Rev. Dr. M. Had win Fischer, 
I Philadelphia, head of the new 
j department of English Bible and 
Christian Education, was intro­ 
duced 
and 
inaugurated as a 
member of the faculty, the only 
I addition since graduation time 
last June. 
By the time of the centenary 
j celebration next September, it is 
hoped by sem inary officials that

pNew Material Stacks Up Like

Stiff Schedule Faces Orange And Blue; First

ETTYSBURG College boasted of one of the best cage 
teams in the history of the school, during the 1924-1925 
season. 
Thirteen victories and five defeats make up the 
season’s total and injuries were a serious handicap dur­ 
ing more than half of the season. 
Under the tutelage of Coach Doyle Leathers, the squad 
participated in eighteen contests opening the season with Blue 
Ridge College here. 
The Orange and Blue five tumbled their 
opponents under a fast five-man offensive game to the tune of 
34 to 17. 
The old gym was packed to the rafters with en­ 
thusiastic followers of the cagers and the tribe demonstrated 
unusual basketball ability in defeating their larger and more I 
seasoned opponents. 
Captain Carl J. Peduzzi, playing an agressive game at for­ 
ward set a pace for his mates that was difficult to equal. 
His 
chief running mate, Turkey, proved an able side-kick and the 
pair baffled their opponents in most of the games. 
Coach Leathers was fortunate in one respect, in that he had 
four veterans around which to build his squad. 
However, this 
(lid not prove as strong a factor as was at first supposed. 
S e­ 
rious injuries to Fisher and Barbour and later to Turkey handi- 
caped the squad considerably and it was a case of nip and tuck 
to keep ahead of the emergency hospital list. 
Gerhart at center contributed a strong defensive as well as 
aggressive offensive game and as tip-off man he started team- 
movements that upset the strongest of defensive tactics of th e ir ’ 
opponents. 
Bream at guard was a tower of strength. 
He blocked well­ 
meant scoring moves of the enemy, upset well-executed team 
work and in many other respects demonstrated varsity calibre 
of the best. 
His return to the squad for the coming season, 
along with Gerhart and Tuckey will be a splendid nucleus for 
C oach Leathers to bring forth another excellent squad. 
The Navy drubbed the Bullets in the second contest of the 
year, 39 to 18. The game was played at Annapolis and while the 
Orange and Blue lost, they proved to the Middies that old G-burg 
hat a basketball team to be reckoned with. 
Smarting under the sting of the Navy defeat, the Leathers- 
coached cagers turned into the Albright contest and copped it 
28 to 18. Coach Leathers injected substitutes the last half and 
the second-string men earned the plaudits of the large throng. 
\ 
Mt. St. Mary’s fell next under the gruelling attack of the 
Bullets and the final tally was Gettysburg, 52, Mt. St. Mary’s, 21. 
Juniata whipped the local basketeers SI to 26 and State took an­ 
other piece of the Gettysburg scalp, ll to 23. 
Gettysburg took revenge on Dickinson, their ancient rivals. 
28 to 24 and the following week-end trimmed Western Maryland 
30 to 21. 
Temple upset the sport dope by holding the Bullets ( 
to a narrow margin. 38 to 35. 
While it netted another victory 
for the Orange and Blue it was one of the hardest fought games 
on the list. 
Franklin and Marshal felt the sting of defeat when they 
crumpled under a 24 to 19 attack and Juniata was handed the! 
toughest lacing of the season, 45 to 23. 
Then F. & M. wanted 
another chance at the Leathers machine and at Lancaster they 
brought home the bacon, for the second time that season, 31 to 
26. 
Lehigh tasted of the sour grape dispensing of the Bullets 
and when the final whistle sounded at Bethlehem, the Lehigh 
cage squad were nursing the short end of a 41 to 29 score. 
Dickinson turned the pages of history back a few leaves, 
nosed the records of their early season defeat, welcomed the Bul­ 
lets to Carlisle and then sent them home with the smart taste 
of a defeat, 31 to 19. 
Delaware lost a 42 to 30 tilt on their own 
floor and Muhlenberg nosed out a 36 to 33 victory. 
Mt. St. 
Mary’slost again 36 to 29 and Western Maryland was humbled 
21 to 16 to close the season. 
The I .eathers-coached machine scored 431 points to their 
opponents 360 in the eighteen contests. 
The varsity five consisted of Captain Peduzzi, forward, with 
Tuckey, formerly of Harrisburg Tech fame. 
Gerhart at center 
and Bream and Barbour at guards. 
Other members of the 
squad were Spangler. Haller. Fisher and Thompson. 
W. K. Alms­ 
house was the maanger with A. L. Mathias, assistant manager.} 
Gerhart was elected captain to succeed Captain Peduzzi, who 
will not return to the local institution this veal*. 
The Bullets have been seriously handicapped with a small 
gymnasium. 
The structure is small and compact, inadequate 
for a basketball team to properly function. 
Practicing on a 
small floor the entire season, the Bullets found it difficult to find 
themselves when playing away from home on regulation size 
floors. This was true in the Lehigh and Muhlenberg games where 
the Orange and Blue five played superior ball, but could not ex ­ 
ecute their defensive tactics, because of the strangeness of the 
large playing court. 
This year, the fans and fannettes of the Bullets will see a 
marked change. 
It is stated unofficially that the collegians will 
play all of their home games on the Hotel Gettysburg annex 
floor. 
The new gymnasium in the annex is a spacious place and 
meets all the requirements of college games. 
Bleachers will pro­ 
vide ample seating capacity. 
Coach Leathers announced that another stiff schedule was 
in the making and that several important battles with new clubs 
will be olaved here. It is said that the Orange and Blue will face 
some of the strongest teams in the East this year, with the 
probability of a Mid-Western post-season contest. 
Some new and promising material is on hand and it is be­ 
lieved that the 1925-1926 aggregation will be the fastest and 
strongest in years, even surpassing last year’s make-up. 
Captain Gerhart declared that he will call his men together 
before the football season is over, to get a general line-up of the 
material on hand. 
Soon after the Thanksgiving football game, 
the crew will start practice sessions in preparation for the open­ 
ing fray.

Bloomington, Ind.—The new* 
me­ 
morial stadium of Indiana University 
will be dedicated November 21, the 
ceremonies preceding 
the 
Indiana- 
Purdue football game. 
The stadium 
represents a gift of $250,000 from 
alumni and friends and is one of the 
projects of a $1,000,000 group of me­ 
morial structures commemorating the 
part of Indiana University and its 
students in the World War. 
A $400,000 women’s dormitory, pro­ 
vided for by the fund, will b*‘ opened 
this fall and a men’s union building 
remains to be constructed. 
Seats 22,000 Persons 
The stadium will seat 22,000 per­ 
sons and is designed to permit en­ 
largement to a seating capacity of 
50,000 if the need arises. 
It can be 
emptied in five minute's through four 
ramps bn its sides and exits on the 
curved surface, the top of which arises 
only slightly above the natural am­ 
phitheatre into which it is set. 
In the preparation of the football 
field several feet of limestone were 
blasted 
out. 
New 
ground 
was 
brought in and leveled and a depth 
of six inches of cinders rolled into 
the surface. 
Twenty inches of se­ 
lected sandy loam surmount the cin­ 
ders and on ton of this is a two-inch 
covering of sod. 
A network of buried 
tiles assures perfect drainage. 
Tho new field will be used for four 
games previous to the dedication, in­ 
cluding that with Syracuse University 
October 17.
